; K conſiſts of the Provinces of Gelderland, Hol- 
aud, Zealand, Frieſland, Utrecht, Overyſſel, Zutpben and Groen- 


1chen, part of Brabant and part of Flanders. 
Theſe Provinces arc <alicd the United Netherlands , from an 


\grcement and Contrat made among themlelves in the year 
5732, to throw off their Subje&ion and Allegiance to the King 
f Spain their Soveraign Lord, and to unite all their Power * | 
rd Force againſt him. | 
\ But though they thus united their Power, yet are all theſe 
'xovinces, y<a2 and moſt of their Cities in each Province, diſtin& 
ommonweaitis of themſelves, and governed by Laws and 
-ultoms different from each other. Only for managing of 
' 'ublique Aﬀairs, cach Province and City of note {ends their 
tates or Triiſtees to the Hague, where they debate Aﬀairs in a 
arliamentary order. And theſe States thus affembled, are 
alled the States Gencral, or, as they ſtile themiclves, The Hgb 
ind Mighty States of the United Netherlands. 

In Councel with theſe $tates fate formerly the Prince of O0- 
'ange , General of their Armies, who for his many Services 
lone againft the Spaniards lince their forelaid Revolt , was 
y them made Sradt-holder, Admiral of the Seas, &c. and al- 
lowed in their Aſſembly a double Voice 3 which Offices and 
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Titles have ffnce deſcended to his Heirs the Succeſſive Princes of 


Orange. But inthe year 16 Faction and Jealoufic fupgeſtcd to. L 
ſome Leading Men in their Councels, that ſo much Authoricy [IS 
was not fit to be inveſted in a Sngle Perſon, let by his Power Y 
he ſhould change their Commonwealth into a Monarchy, and | 
of Free States make them all his Subjects. To prevent which an 
dang«r, they Voted that the Geveralihip belonged not te the 
Prince of Orange as his Right,but their Courtcliez and made an © L 
Edict, that for the future there ſhould be no more Stadt-hol- 
der and cauſed all the States General to take an Oath to ob- 
ſerve this Edid inviolably. Nay, when this prefent Prince of © * 
Orange in the year 16 was made General of thcir Armies,thcy 
cauſcd him to {wear never to accept of the Othee of Stadt-hol- » 
der.

as Nimmegen, Aernhem, and Rewurmond, the three head- Cities 3 
then Tiel, Bommel, Harderwijc:, Wageningben, Hattem, Elburg, 
Gelder, Venlo, Wachten, Douck, Stralen, and Erchelens. There 
are ſeveral other Towns in the Dakedom of Gelder, and Earl» 
dom of Zutpben, that have been formerly wallcd 3 but by {eve- 
ral accidents have wholly orin part loſt their Walls, but yet re» 
tain their ancient Priviledges » as Batenburgh, Gent, Muntfort, 
Echt, Burgh, Keppel, and ſeveral others. There are morcover 
above 3oo Villages with Pariſh-Churches. 

The States of the Vakedom ot Gelder, and Earldom of Zut+ 
pho, confitt of the Barons, Gentry, and the four head-Cities a- 
torciaid, viz. Nimmegen, Aerabem, Reurmond, ar:d Zutphen. 

Nimmegen was tormerly called Magus, from one Magus King 
of Galliaz but afterwards when one Bato King of the Karts 
came into the Land, and being delighted as well with the con- 
venience of i's {cituation as the antiquity of the Place, he rebuilt 
and enlargcd this almoſt-ruin*d City, and fortified it with three 
ſtrong Walls, and called the City N.-va Magen 3 which name 
by length of time is now altered into Njmmegen. Our Author 
tells us alſo, that the Betuwers, which he calls Butaviers, choſe 
this City tor the Metropolis and chict Seat of their Kingdom 
from whence the Land about it is at this day called the Kingdom 
of Nimmegen and the City it felt by Latine Authors Fes Ims 
peris, becaule, as ſome write, Charles the Great advanced it to 
the dignity of one of thc three Royal Cities of theſe Lands : 
Ahken being the Firlt, thzs the Second, and Theonville in the Land 
ot Lutzenburg the Thiid.

Inhabitants after they came under the 
Ooftenrijk, Princes, much addictcd themſelves to Learning and 
Merchandiſe,when as beforg they only followed the Wars. The 
chief Church in this City is dedicated to the honour of St. Se." 
pen the tirft Martyr. 

Among the ancicnt Euildings of this City, the chief is the 
Caſte, ſcieuate upon the top of an high Hill, from whence the 
whole City 1s diſcovered. This is held to be built by Zulius 
Ceſar, who by the means of this Calile intcrided co keep the 
Country about it in ſubjection to his power. In and about this 
City hath been found for ſeveral years lait pait, many Antiqui= 
tics of the ancient Romans, even 25 about the banks of the 1/26] 
ſeveral Remnants and Ruines of Romans Fortitications are to be 
ſeen at this day 3 from whence thole Places are yet called the 
Komans Fontiag- | 

Nimmegen 15 a City-Earldom, a free City, a member of 
the Kingdom, and Coyns money by their own Authoricy, and 
therefore makes no appcals to the Chancery of Gelderland. but 
at the firlt inflance only to Aker: wherefore the Citizens of this 
City, as an acknowledgment of their ſuperiority in the Come | 
monwealth,tend yearly a Glove full of Pepper 3 which is all the 
Tax they contribute towards the Pablique charges. Yet doth 
not this Priviledgs of theirs diminiſh the Authority of the 
States of Gelder, but they have likewiſe power to Coyn Money, 
and have the ſame Juriſdiction in this City as in other Citics of 
Gelderland. 

Nimmegen cam? under the Power of the Dukedom of Gelders 
in the year 1248, by this means. Earl Otto the (ſecond of Gel- 
der lent William Earl of Holland and King of Rome 21000 
Mark of Silver, on condition that if he repaid it not again on 
a ſet day, that then this City and its Appurtenances ſhould be 
forfeit to him. This condition the Empezxour Rododphws the 
firtt contirmed. And becauſe the money was not accordingly 
reltored, Nimmegen Was incorporate into the Dakedom of Get» 
derland.

called Arexacum. It lies on the right ſide of the Rhine,. about*. 
a mile and half from the place where it divides it ſelf into two 
branches, between Nimmegen and Doesbwrg , which lie each 
6 miles from thence. It is'a pretty, large, and well-built City, 
with fair and well-ornamented Churches in it, the chief of 
which is dedicated to the honour of S. Exſebius , 'in which 
Church lies buried Cherles the firſt Duke of Gelderland, who 
dicd in the year 1538 3 after whoſe death, he dying without 
ifue, the Dukedom of Gelderlayd and Earldom of Zutphen de- 
ſcended by Contract to the aforeſaid Emperour and his lawful 
Heirs, as Dukes of Brabant and Earls of Holland. 

Aernhem us'd in ancient times to be the general place of reſi- 
dence of the Dukes of Gelders. It was firſt compaſſed with 
Walls, and endowed with City-Priviledges by Otto the third 
of Naſſow, Duke of Gelderland. 

Here relides the Provincial Court or Chancery of theſe two 
Countries, conliſting of a Chancellour and ten Judges 3 four of 
which axe of the greateſt Nobility of the Land,from each Quarter 
or Circuit one : The-other (1x arc of Perſons learned in the Law. 
From the Decrees of this Chancery there is no appeal : yet upon 
ſome Grounds another hearing may be had Moreover, Philip 
the ſecond King of Spain,as Duke of Gelder,ercHcd in Aernbem 
a Chamber of Accounts,conliſting of two Accountants,an Audi- 
for, and a Secretary. At this Chamber of Accounts muſt all the 
Officers ( both Civil and Military ) of the Commonwealth of 
Gelder and Zxtphen give up the Accounts of their Truſt. 

Aernhbem is the Head-City of the fourth quarter of the Go- 
vernment of Gelder, viz. the Quarter called the Veluwe3 and 
hath incorporated with it Wageningen, Nattem , Harderwijch,, 
and Elburg, all walled Cities, beſides ſeveral Villages that kecp 
Courts of Judicature, but with appeal to the upper Courts of 
this Circuit aforeſaid. 

The Velume is a ſmall Country begirt on threefides with 
the South Seca, and on the fourth with the Rhine and Yſ?/ 3 (o- 
taat it is a placc both excellent and profitable for Fiſhing, and 
i beſide reaſonably well provided of Woods and Forreſt full of 
Game.

Church 15 Dedicated to the honour of the Holy Ghoſt, and Dig-

Ryuermond is the Head- City of .the ſecond Quarter of Gelder- 
land, and to it belongs Vexlo, Gelder, Stralen, Wachtendonckh , 
and Erckelens> With the Freeders ot Morford, Echt , and 
Niewerſtat, lying about tour Miles diſtant trom one another 5 as 
allo that of Keſſel, Midler, and Kreckenſteel, bclonging, to its par= 
ticular Lords, Itis a fajr Village, and hath belonging to it a 
ſirong Caſtle ſeated upon a Hill. This Village takes 1s name 
from the (mall circumyacent Country called Kefſe/, which be- 
longs to the Dukedom, 

The ſmaller Towns of Gelderland we ſhall bricfly run over. 
As Hattem, a little, but firong Town, having a Caltle whoſe 
Walls are 24 foot thick ; lying on the left hand of the Tet, a- 
bout $ Milcs from Elburg. 

Elburg is a little Town It lies on the Eaſt-ftide of the South- 
Sea, $ Miles diltant from Farderwijck 

Harderwijck lics on the South-Sea, 20 Miles from I agenin- 
gen toxmerly a Village.but made a Town, and wallcd about, in 
the year 1229, by Eacl Otto the ſecond of Gelderland, who alſo 
walled Aernbem, Bommel, Ruermond , Goch, and WWeageningen 5 
formerly all Villagcs, but by him made Towns. In this Town 
is by the States of Gelder and Zutphen a famous School crected, 
whercin is read Philoſophy and Divinity, bat neither Law nor 
Piylick.

The circumference of this Country is about 240 Miles ; but 
its bredeh-ſuch, that a.man flanding in the middle of it might 
travel: put of its-bounds in three hours time..

Neither is here any want of Poultrey, eſpecially of 
Geeſe, Ducks, and Snipes. For Fuel here are Fens, which 
together with cheir Ditches afford abundance of Tur. 

Holland hath tormerly had Kings of their own, as is 
mentioned by Szetonius in the lite of Caligwls, Chap. 44. 
But was afterwards made an Earldom by Charles Calvo 
King of France, in the year 863+ 

The People were formerly tam'd for great Warriours. - 

The Citics of Holland are theſe : Dort, Harlem, Delft , 
Leyden, Amfterdam, Rotterdam, Gonde, Nzerden, Muyden, 
Weſop , Edam , Monickkendam , Purmerent , Alchmicr, 
Enchbuyſen, &c. 
Dort is the Head-City of Holland 4 a rich City, and fo 

abounds in catable Proviſions, that it may be accounted a

that the Merchant is forced to ſell his Wares there, and is 
not permitted to tranſport thera from thence but in'Ships 
belonging to this City. This Priviledge is called Straple- 
right.

H-re are very pleaſant M-adows for Cattle, not only, 
within Iacloſures, but on the Waſh:s of the Sea, where 
ſcveral thouſands arc Feeding, both large,fat, and of cxcel-

The chief Towns are Zirick: zce and Browwers- Haven. 

Zirick: zee is counted the ancicnteli Town in all Zea- 
land, and was Founded ty one Siringae in the year $49. 
This hath becn a flouriſhing Town ot Trade, by reafou of 
its good Haven, plenty of Commoditics, and great num- 
ber of Merchants : Put the Haven being much choaked up 
by the waſhing, of Sand into it, it hath loſt much of its 
.toxmer Fame. 

Duyven-land, ſo called from the multitude of Doves 
there ; In this Land are many Villages, buc no Cities or 
Towns. In the year 1530, this liland was grievouſly o- 
verflowed by the Sea, to the loſs of many People. Bur by 
mending and ſtrengthning the Banks, they have ſince 
kept out the Sea, and amply repaired their great damages. 

Tolen is (ſeparate from Brabant, but with a ſmall ſtrait of 
the Seca ncer the Town of Tolen fo called, becauſe there 
they colleted Toll-of Paſſengers that paſſed over. It is 
an old Town, not far from 
Þ St. Martins Dijck,, a very delightful place, and full of 
rees. 

Ialcheren, the chief Iſland, fo called by the firſt Inhabi- 
eants, the Walooas o1:Gauls. This Wand is go Miles a= 
bout, and of great Fame, in reſpeCt of its ſcituation,wealth, 
mulcicude of Inhabitants, Trade, and curioſtty in their Ci- 
ties and Villages. It hath four Cities in it : Middleburg, 
Flaſhing, Vere, and Aerumuyden > belides many Villages. 

Middleburgh takes its name from its fſcituation, it be- 
mg a Burgh in the middle of the Iſland. It is a great City, 
well furniſhed with ordinary and cxtraordinary Build- 
| ings, Bridges, Towers and Bulwarks. It is the chiet City 
if Zealand, and a City of great Trade. Here was born 
Paxlu 3 Middleburgo, a famous Mathematicjan. 

Pere,or Camp-vere,takes its name from a Ferry, which the 
Zealanders call a Vere, It was firft walled m the year 13583 
trom 
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the United Netherlands. 
from which time it b:came a Town: of Trade for Seos 
Commodities. | Ws 

Fluſhing is a new City, very ſtrong and powerful at Seaz 
full of Fiſhers, good Sea-m:n, and able Pilots. 

Aernmuyden is as a fore-guard to Middleburg, and is a 
good Haven for Ships. | 

South-Beveland ſtretches along the Coaſts of Flanders 
and Brzbant; and hath in few years latt paſt been above 
half ſwallowed up by the Sea. Oa this Iiland flood the 
City Romerſ-wale, waſht away with the Sea.' And at this 
time all its Ficlds and Gardens are wholly ſwallowed up, 
ſo that the People about it live only upon the Salt-Trade. 
In this City the Earls of Z:aland uſcd. to take the ordinary 
Oath. 

Tergoes lies in the Weſt-part of this [fland. It is a lietle 
City, bo very pleaſant and rich : che Citizens are very 
friendly and courteous. Its the only City now left in this 
Hand. 

North-Beveland, which hath one City (Cortgene } and 
many Villages in it. Tnis whole Hand was in the yeat 
1532 ſwallowed up by the Sea » but fo: of it is ſince re- 
covered, 

Wolferts-Dijeb, a very (mall 1f0and, having but two- Vil- 

lages 1n it. 

 . Thelnhabitants of Zealand are careful, ingenious, and 
quick-witted,of middle Stature : yet their Chronicles make 
mention of a Gyantick woman born here, to whom the 
biggeſt men ſeemed but Dwarfs: ſhe was ſo ſtrong,that ſhe 
could carry two Tuns full of Beer in bath her hands, and 
could carry a. picce of Timbcr that eight men could not 
FEAT. 

This People is very ſtrong at Sea, and have a'particalar 
faculty in cleanſing foul Salt, which 1s brought thither 
from Weſtward Countries to that purpoſe. Of Spaniſh-or

This City is quite new, and ſcarce above 200 years endow'd 
with the Title of a City. It is in-proceſs of time ſo increas'd, that 
it may now compare With any City of Frieſland. Here was born Fo- 
echim Hopper, Petris a Fermita, Albertts, Hero, and ſeveral other 
Learned mcn. 

Staveren lies in a Plain, divided by Dijcks and Pools of Water. 
The chict ſtrength of this City is its Caſile, ſtanding by the Ha-

Harlingen lies on the mouth of the South-Sea in a fruitful Soyl : 
It is well defended with a Caſtle, and hath a good Haven, which 
brings a good Trade to this City.

Frieſland hath many Iſlands belonging to it,among'which Schel-

H from a numerica] DiſtmCtion that the Romans gave their 
- *Garriſons lyivg upon the Rhixe : for in the place where this City 
ſtands, was quartered the hve and thirtieth Legion, which they by 
abbreviating the words,thus wrote: V. TRIG. LEG. STAT. 
which at length is ©xinte triceſimma Legions Statio 3 wiz. the 
Quarters of the tive and thirtieth Legion. Theſe halt words have 
fome unskilld in the Latine Tongue taken for whole, and thought 
by leaving ont the three Letters L EG, and coupling the rctt, they 
might well make it Vtrigftat, which now 1s calicd Verecht. 

Others write that the City of Utrecht was at fhirit called Anty- 
nina, from one Antonius a Roman Conſul, who becauſe of the ty- 
ranny of Nero the Emperour flzd from Rome hither, and built this 
City ; which was afterwards deltroyed by the wilde people, and by 
then made a ſtrong Fortreſs,and from them was called Wiltenburgh, 

This Fortrefs Dagobert King of France took afterwards, madc it 
much ſtronger then betore, and called it Trajefwum, lignitying a 
paſſage or thorow-fare, b:cauſc it was fo from all parts, as it ap- 
pears by a Tablc hanging up in the Cathedral Church at Utrecht, 
written in old Latine Verſcs. The 
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The Biſhop Balderijck, (who theſe Verſes ſay) encompaſſed this

dra} z for which his generous and publique-ſpirited Actions, the 
Emperour Charles de Caluwe preſented him with the Cities of De- 
venter and Thielt, and the juriſdiction of the ſame. 

That the City was of old called Antonina, appears by the afore- 
ſaid Verſes, and alſo by the Authority of many old Writers, and ſe- 
veral o!d Medals found thereabouts.. 

Its firſt Arch-b:lhop was St. Wileboort an Engliſh Saxon, who 
came over in the ycar 690 : fince when, till the time of Frederick 
T autenburgh the laft Arch-biſhop of this City, it hath had dominion 
over the Bithopricks of Holland, Zealand and Frieſland : But he 
dying in the y:ar 1580, the Temporal States of Utrecht took the 
Government into their own hands, and entred into Covenants of 


. Union with the High and Mighty States of the United Netherlands. 


This City lies on an old Eranch of the Rhine, which before it 
took its courle into the Leck, paſſed by here, and from hence into 
the Sea, It is ſo commodioully ſeated, that from hence a man may 
travcl in one days time to which one he will of tifty walled Cities 
cquidiſtant round about it 3 or he may (et out in the morning, 
and Dine at any one of 26 Cities, and come back again to Supper 
at night. |

Monifort, a brave and ſtrong Town, formerly appointed for a 
Frontier Town againſt Holand; with whom, - becauſe the Empe- 
rour Charles de Caluwe had given a great part of the Biſhoprick, 
they kept a long and bloody War always ſtirring, to maintain their 
ancient Authority : And the Hollanders (tiring indutirioully to 
keep what was granted them. 

The City of Utrecht was then ſo ſtrong, that Pope Pius the (c- 
cond, who liv*d about the year 1450, writes, that the Bithop 
could raile at once 40000 armed men of his own People. And 
though he were ſorely oppreſt by his Neighbours, to wit, the Hol- 
landers, Gelderlanders, and Frieſes 3 yet he could withſtind them 
all, and defend his City mantully againſt them. 

Ot the Lordſhip of Ovtryſſel. 

Veryſſel was called by the Latines Tranſfiſulanz, and as a 

tranſlate of the word, Overyſſe!z becaulc it lics on the other 
fide of the River 1ſt}. It hath three good divitions : to wit, 
Tſcland or Zalland, Drente,and Twente. It is a plain Country,very 
fruitful, and yields good Corn. It hath in it many ſmall Woods 

ofitable to the Inhabitants 3-and ten places that are indowed 
with large priviledgesz as namely, Meppen, Geelmuyden, Coevorden, 
Hardenberge, Omme, Almeloo, Goor,. Diepenhem, Delden, and Eq- 
ſebede. It hath eight walled Citics,and above rwo hundred Villages 
among which, ſome are very great and tair on:s. It conhits of two 
Eſtates : the firſt, of the Othcers and Gentry.z the other, of the 
three Cities Deventer, Campen, and Swole. 

Deventer is a good and reaſonable big City, and very firong 3 full 
of fair Houſes, and many publique Bui!dings 3 well inhabited, aud 
full of People. On the North- welt it lics on a ſandy Hill, but all the 
relt of the City is encompaſſed with tair low Mcadows, which 0- 
verflow with the upper waters. The Tſe! running along the Key 
or Wharf on one lide, {erves it as a Moat. The other tides of it arc 
ſtrengthened in part with a deep Moat, and in part witl: a broad 
Haven. Its walls are bigh, and thick ſet with Towers, and many

Campen (though it be accounted jn Opveryſſel, yet 1t lics on this 
ſide the Tel) isa great and fair City, and well Traded : yet tor- 
merly, betore the waters were grown fo thallow, it hada far greater 
Trade than now. It is well ftortithed with Walls, Towers, Moats and 
Bulwarks. It lics Jow on the Waſh of the River, which 1s very 
broad in that place 3 which is a great ſtrengrtii ro the City,becaule 
the Citizens can when they pleale, (et it undcr water. In the mid- 
dlc of it there is a fair ſtrong Bridge over the Riv.r, whoſe Locks 
are 90 Foot wide. 

Some think this was the Road of Ptrolomies Ships : Others hold 
it to be the Port or Haven of Manarmanzss | 

Zwol lies on a Rivolet which talls ito the Vider or Vechs. It is 
2 good and ſtrong City, having double Moats and Walls. This 
City for its {irength uled to be the retreat and refuge of thoſe of 
Vollenbove, the common relidence of the. Governour and Councel 
of Overyſſel in all times of War and Danger. 

Vollenhoven lies upon the South-Sea., A good City,and well fur- 
niſh*'d by Water and Land with all neccſfary Proviſions. Here re- 
tides, as aforeſaid, the Provincial Councel ot Overyſſel, from whoſe 
Decrees there is no Appeal. 

Steenwijck, ſeems to be an old City, though ſmall. The Soyl a- 
bout it is rich in Corn, and affords in ſome places ſtore of Turf, 
whereby the City hath a reaſonable Trade. It uſcd formerly to be 
a weak City : but tince the Wars with Spain, it is grown very 
ſirong.It hath formerly had a Cafftle,but deſtroy'd in the year 1523. 

Haſſelt is a good, reaſonable rich, and ltrong City. 

The old Village Ootmarſen was, as Trithemins writes, founded 
by Odemar King of France, from whom 1t hath its name : He 
buile it upon the Grave of his ſpecial Friend Pechtay. 

Oldeſecel is held to take its name from the People of old called 
$.lii: It is a (mall Village 3 and is the onely Village of Overyſſcl 
that is under the command of the Arch-Duke, who ordinatily keeps

wpel3s rhe firſt place in freedom of Overyſel; an unwalled Town, 
en, a good and ſtrong Caſtle. 

Coevorrden, a very ſtrong and famous place, is the common thorow-fare for 
thole that travel from Freſland,the Onmelands, Drenthe, and Overyſſel, towards 
Germany. Tt hath in the North-Eaſt a continual Mooraſs as far as to 1:4den ; 
in the Weſt a ſtanding water, which reaches beyond Haſſe!t and Swarteſluys, 

of the Earldom of Zxtphen. 
Pos is the Head-City of the third quarter of the Dukedom of Gelder. Ir is 
noured with the Title of an Earldom , and preſides over the Cirtics of 
Dots urgh, Dofferum, Loch2m, Grolle, Bre00rdt, and Brozehburſt 5 which laſt City is 
accounted an Earldom of ir (elf, As allo is £'Herezorrg accounted a'particy- 
lar Earldom in the quarter of Zutþhen. 

The She Zutphen is ſo called, as ſome write, becauſe ir lies in a low 
quagmiry Soyl, as if they would ſay, Zyyd-v2er2, or Sourli-Fen in Engliſh. Ir is 
a good, famous, well-rimber'd,and ſtrong City 3; well fortified with Moats and 
Bulwarks on one fide, and on the other with Quagmires. Ir les on the righr 
fide of rhe 77/e!, which Plizy and 21a fay is a Branch of rhe &þzxe, and call ir 
Flevam ; for inwards flows the Berec!, which mingles irs Water with the Yſ:!, 
It was in former times very rich and Powerful, as their Proverb wirneſſeth : 
Nimmegen the olde!t, Ruermond the greateſt, Zutpher the ricteſt, and Aernhem 
the pleaſanreſt. The chicf Church is dedicated to the honour of St. walbareh. 
It is an old Church, and well built for matter and form, according to the fa- 
ſhion of the old and firit Chriſtian times. 

The Earldom of Z1t»h:x came under the Dukedom of Ge1der by the marri- 
age of &tto the firſt Gelders Earl with the Daughter of Gerlacb Earl of Zut- 
pben, about the year 1082 . 

Doesbargh, as ſome Authors of theſe times ſay, is the ſame City that Cornel71s 
Tatitus caſts Aſciburgum : it is a populous City, and in the laſt War with the 
Spaniards made very ſtrong,to ſerve for a Fortreſs or Bulwark for the quarter 
of De Veluwe, 

Dotecum,a pretty good City hard by it.Earl Hendrick of Gelder raiſed thar fa- 
mous cloiſterof Beth!cbemwhich in the laſt $p4a7zÞ rroubles was moſt deſtroy'd. 

L1chem, a ſtrong and well-ſcituate Town, which during the aforeſaid Wars 
was often taker on both ſides. 

Grolte, a very ſtrong Town, was conquered by the States of the #nited Ne- 
thtrlands in the year 1627. 

Bredeyonrt alſo, a very ſtrong and well-provided Town. 

Bronrk\ wit a good Town, raiſed as is ſaid to a particular Earldom. 

S*Heren-berge, 2 good Town, having under its Authority much Land at great 
diſtance from it ; 1o that it hath the Title of an Earldom, formerly belong- 
ing to its own Lord the Earl ;1:/{zam, a brave Prince. 

Of the Lordſhip of Groenzagen. 
(C0 oemngen, with its circumjacent Countries and Villages, which are great 
and many, and commonly called De Onnelardter;, though it be fo inter- 
mixt and united rith Fri27and, that many think ir to be part of that Country, 
1s neverthelcis a State of it {elf, and uſed to Lave a Lord of their own, whom 
they gave a particular Title to : and as they are now under the High and 
Faghty States Geiicral of the Watts NN 42 have their Voice among __ 
an 
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and ſend their Deputies to the Hague. It is not only the Head-Ciry,butithe only 
City of this Country 3 and as ſome hold, called of Ptolomy, Phileum z of Play, 
Phylleum, It took its name from Grun; 4s a Trojan Gentleman, or as Munſter 
writcs a French Gentleman : which opthions may borh be true, fince the 
French confidently affirm they had their original from the 7roj.zzs. The Free'e 
Hi;toriographers hold that this Grunzus was the ſon of G2710, and rhar his great 
Grandfather was called 7;/o0, from whom Friefla#d ſeems ro have taken its 
name : which Granz#s having this finall, bur brave quarrer for his ſhare, built 
this Ciry of Groenzagen, and called ir after his own name. 

It hach many flowing and ſtanding Waters, led to itby many great Rivers, 
part made by Nature, and part by mens hands. Ir is a Jarge,fair, Populous and 
ſtrong Ciry,tull of brave and Lordlike Houſes. Its chief Church is a very ſtately 
building,and dedicated ro the honour of St. 24a7tiz,and was formerly under the 
Biſhoprick of Mater in we/iphaliaybur was, by King Philip the ſecond,ir ſelf ad- 
vanced to the Honour of a Biſhops See. That learned man Ro4olphus Azrico'a 
was a Citizen of this City, who with his own hands made” an Organ which is 
yer to be ſeen here, as a great rarity, | 

In the year 1514, the States General erc&ed anUniverſiry in this City, and 
have ſpared no coſt to furniſh it with Learnc4 men from all parts. 

The Authoriay of this City is very great, and extends ic ſelf very far : For 
firſt, it hath Eaſtwards and Weſtwards under irs juriſdiftion a very large 
Country,and many Villges in it : Northwards it hath acknowledgment from all 
the Country that lies berween its Walls and the Sea 3 which is a very fat Soil, 
and eſpecially good for the fceding of Cattle, This Country, as was faid, is 
called the Ommlanden. 

In Groenzagen the People live very handſomly, like Cirizens,as in a free Re- 
publique : for the Ciry hath great Priviledges and Franchiſes from their 
Princes, Judging all Cauſes both Civil and Criminal according to their own 
Laws 3 the Princes keeping there only a Stadr-holder, as the States General do 
in Civil Cauſes; but in Crininal they a& according to their own pleaſure, 
ſhewing Mercy or Juſtice to whom they pleaſe,even as abſolute and Sovereign 
Lords do. They utcd to pay their Prince bur 12000 Gilders a year. 

Dam is a ſmall Village,though it hath formerly been a confiderable Town:for 
in the year 1536, its Walls were broken down by the Emperours Forces and, 
as is ſaid, are not to be re edified,or a Moat to be made about ir.
